try. This not mean. 
however. that Israel holds 
the lives ot its soldiers 
lightly expendable. 


All over the country yes- 
terday the question was 
asked again and again 
whether a costly frontal 
assault on heavily fortified 
military positions, followed 
by withdrawal, is the best | 
and only way of fighting 


murder Arab farmers in | 
their fields or housewives 
in their homes; in any case | 
that is not a method that 
could be contemplated by 
the Government of Israel. 
But it is still a govern- 
ment's first task to protect 
its own citizens and bor- 
ders. and to do so in the 
manner most 
and economical of lives.
